Hartnell elections have once more arrived—and de- 
parted. Of the seven open offices, ASB President, ASB 
Secretary, Commissioner of Cultural Activities, Head Yell 
Leader, Commissioner of Rallies and Assemblies, Sopho- 
more Class President and Sophomore Class Representa- 
tive, three candidates had no opposition. 


Unopposed were Cricket McCor- 
mick, Head Yell Leader; Mary 
Barden, Sophomore Class Presi- 
dent; and Gordon Silver, Sopho- 
more Class Representative. They 
won. 

The other offices were con- 
tested, and several hotly; the to- 
tal votes in any one contest did 
not vary over 65 votes. 

The race: for ASB President was 
won. by Bill Molmen, whose total 
votes were 152, compared to David 
(Jack) Hayes’ 90.
